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reports and other information as re-
quested in order to demonstrate pro-
gram effectiveness. 

(d) Project director. A grantee shall 
designate a project director who has— 

(1) Authority to conduct the project 
effectively; and 

(2) Appropriate professional quali-
fications, experience and administra-
tive skills to effectively fulfill the ob-
jectives of the project.

§ 648.1 What is the Graduate Assist-
ance in Areas of National Need pro-
gram? 

The Graduate Assistance in Areas of 
National Need program provides fel-
lowships through academic depart-
ments of institutions of higher edu-
cation to assist graduate students of 
superior ability who demonstrate fi-
nancial need.

§ 648.2 Who is eligible for a grant? 
(a) The Secretary awards grants to 

the following: 
(1) Any academic department of an 

institution of higher education that 
provides a course of study that— 

(i) Leads to a graduate degree in an 
area of national need; and 

(ii) Has been in existence for at least 
four years at the time of an application 
for a grant under this part. 

(2) An academic department of an in-
stitution of higher education that— 

(i) Satisfies the requirements of para-
graph (a)(1) of this section; and 
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
